J ose sca le, together with the rela tive 
effectiveness of va rious oil emulsions, 
lia s bee*! demonstra ted in orcha rd ex­ 
periments during the la st four yea rs 
hy the Illinois Sta te Na tura l History 
Survey. 
These experiments were begun nea r 
Olney in 1922 a fter some of the best 
a nd most ca reful orcha rdists in south­ 
ern Illinois ha d lost ma ny trees from 
sca le a lthough these trees ha d been 
thoroughly spra yed with lime-sulphur, 
both dry a nd liquid, a nd of commercia l 
miscible oils a nd lubrica ting-oil emul­ 
sions. 
In genera l, trees spra yed with 
lime-sulphur showed 11 per cent of 
the sca le still a live, but those spra yed 
with oil emulsions showed less tha n

While these ma y l>e a p­ 
plied directly to the soil a nd plowed 
in, it is much better to pile them in 
a compa ct form in a corner or out-of- 
the-wa y pla ce a nd lea ve them to rot 
a nd decompose for a yea r before using 
then) in the ga rden. 
Sulpha te of a m­ 
monia , a n excellent nitrogenous ferti­ 
lizer, ca n be used to a dva nta ge with 
the lea ves, a s it will ha sten the proc­ 
ess 
of 
decomposition

increa se 
grea tly the fertility of the humus. 
From 10 to 20 pounds of sulpha te of 
a mmonia ma y be used with every cu­ 
bic ya rd of well-tra mped lea ves or 
one ton of vegeta ble refuse, but it 
should be sprea d throughout the pile. 
Ma ke the pile in la yers of four inches 
a nd on ea ch la yer sprinkle the sul­ 
pha te of a mmonia a t the ra te of one 
pound per squa re ya rd, a nd build up 
the piles to a t lea st a height of four 
feet so tha t there will be no lea ching 
of a va ila ble pla nt food.

Econ omist S a ys Quality is 
Below the Average For 
Last Ten Years.

Con trary to the belief that the large 
carryover of corn from last year will 
in crease the total supply of corn this 
fall the Un ited States d epartmen t of 
agriculture 
estimates that 
the total 
available supply is less than last year. 
| 
Crop reports in d icate, accord in g tc 
C. R. Arn old , 
of the d epartmen t 
of 
rural econ omics at the Ohio State un i­ 
versity, that there were 181 million 
bushels of old corn on farms Novem­ 
ber 1, as compared to 58 million bush­ 
els a year ago. 
This exception al car­ 
ryover, however, is d iscoun ted by the 
short crop for 1926. 
The past seasc s’ cr >p, because the 
yield the coun try 
averages two 
bushels an acre less this year, is 211 
million bushels smaller than the on e 
a year ago that supplied the carry­ 
o ver. The carryover an d the crop this 
year together make a total of three 
per cen t less corn than on November 
I, last year. 
This total available sup­ 
ply is four per cen t below the yearly 
average for the past five years on the 
same d ate. 
* 
Much of the d ecrease of available 
corn is d ue to the short crop in the 
n orth cen tral states. 
In this section 
the total crop an d carryover on No­ 
vember 1, was 12 per cen t below last 
-year an d sir per cen t 
less 
than the 
average for the last five years on the 
same d ate. 
There is also more poor corn this 
year than at an y time in the past ten 
years. 
On ly 73 per cen t of the n ew 
corn in the Un ited States is of m er­ 
chan table quality 
as compared with 
an average of 82 per cen t the past ten 
years, accord in g to crop reports. This 
low per cen t of merchan tability is al­ 
so traced , for the 
most part 
to the 
low yield in g n orth cen tral states re­ 
gion .' On ly 69 per cen t of the corn in 
these states is marketable.
